c) Noted that he had studied the DD/I paper on developments in the 
Syrian situation, expressed his general agreement therewith, and asked Messrs. 
Wisner and to give their comments to the DD/I. Mr. Amory stated 

that he would like to distribute this paper at the Friday Planning Board Meeting 
if it met with the approval of those present. 


d) Referred to the Alsop column in the October 9 Washington Post and 
asked the opinion of those present as to whether or not this signified a new leak 
to the Alsops. Mr. Kirkpatrick expressed the view that the information on the 
radar tracking system contained in the Alsop' s column was probably based on a 
press statement by an Air Force official which was fairly widely published a c :>uple 
of weeks ago. Mr. Kirkpatrick undertook to locate a previous article on this 
subject which appeared in U.S. News and World Report.

Mr. Wisner: 


Stated that there will probably be reports of an alleged reproduction of 
documents picked up from the U.S. Embassy in the recent Taiwan riots. There 
appears to be a clever Communist move on foot to publish for propaganda 25X1 

purposes spurious d ocuments purportedly acquired from the U.S. Embassy during 
the riots in Taiwan. \ 


Mr. Kirkpatrick: 


a) Referred to a statistical analysis of cost of intelligence community 
which was prepared by the Bureau of the Budget and forwarded to the DCI for 
possible distribution to the IAC members. Mr. Kirkpatrick noted his serious 
concern over this presentation because it can lead to highly erroneous and dangerous 
conclusions by persons not thoroughly familiar with the U.S. Intelligence structure 
and effort. He stated he pointed out these facts to Wilhelm and Perry at a meeting that 
previous day and that he believed the DCI in his meeting with Mr. Brundage on 10 October 
should take a strong position against this type of misleading presentation.
